MERCHANTS AGAINST THE 
: ‘BOYCOTT. ~ ~ 


It is understood that most of the 
Canton merchants ore looking upon 
the boycott against Japan with dis- 
favour, They argued that it would 
be far better to promote native 
industries than to embark on such 
a course. There are lots of things 
which China has not got and which! 
Japan con’ supply. Furthermore, 
any boycott is necessarily a negative 
resistance. . “ What we want,” the. 
merchants declared, ‘is positive 
action; and that is:the opening up 


‘of home industries, which will make |: 


China economically independent of 
Japan or any.other nation.”” | 


GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE. 


The Canton Government has so 
far issued .no statement as regards 
the proposed --economic action 
against Japan. As far as the writer 
can ascertain it is. non-committal. 
This much, however, ‘is certain: the 
‘Government does not interfere with 
the patriotic activities of the people. 
If the people want to place an em- 
bargo on’ Japanese goods, that is 
their business, but the Government 
is not in n position to act as their 
spokesman. This is essentially the 
-attitude. of the ‘great majority of 
high Government officials, 

The Canton textile manufacturers 
havé voluntarily ceased buying any 
more Japanese yarns." Heretofore 
large quantities Gf this stuff were 
purchased principally from Shang- 
chai, which in turn ‘bought it from 


yarn dealers -have stopped import- 
ing any more materials from Japan. 
Consequently » the. Canton’ textile 
manufacturers are “affected. In a 
meeting held last night these mer- 
chants decided not to buy any more 
of their raw materials from Japan. 
From’ what other‘source are they 
going to secure ‘their raw materials 
has not been published. 

Tho City, Kuomintang has just 
issued a manifesto supporting the 
movement for the promotion of 
home. industries. The , declaration 
statés that upwards of twelye hun- 
dred millions of dollary are yearly

It is a large 
piece of. land” belonging to. the 
Municipal Government, amd’ cover- 
ed with beautiful trees. It has 
some more or less dilapidated 
buildings which were formerly: used 
for. various purposes by the Govern- 
ment. The Municipal Hospital is 
situafed -in the front, of this Bite 
and the Provincial Educational 
Aesociation headquarters where 
various schoois ‘and other organiza- 
tions often hold meetings and 
dramatic performances, are. in the 
rear. ‘All theee old: buildings will 
.be demolished to make room for 
the new structures. cae 
Mr, Lin Wen Kei, the Mayor, 
and all municipal officiale have long 
‘felt the need of a central block of 
This is the 
only way to get closd co-operation 
and improvement in, public eervices. , 
As it is now the various oltices of 
the Municipal Government are 
widely separated from each ether, 
Thus the City Hall is on the 
Bund; the Bureau. of. Public of 
Works is on Kwong Wai Maloo; 
the Canton Telephong Administra- 
tion is on Nam Chiu Street; the 
Bureau of Public Lands-which was 
formerly on the East. Bund has now 
moved to Yatak Road; and the 
Bureau of Education is on Man 
‘Tak Road, East—all of which makes 
co-ordination difficult. 


LANTON’S IDEAL. °
